Educating pregnant women about the 
benefits of prenatal care enable those with high risk 
pregnancies to identify risk factors early and to receive the 
special care they need to have a healthy birth. The Life 
Choice Project encourages prenatal care and birth 
planning in the early stages of pregnancy to reduce the 
biological, psychosocial, and cumulative risk for the 
unborn. Our approach embraces a belief that with time and 
acceptance even the most at-risk pregnant woman can be 
engaged in the process of planning for her baby’s birth. For 
the imborn child, it means a healthier prenatal care, thus 
reducing potential physical and psychological risks as a 
result of poor nutrition and unhealthy risk behaviors.

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Caring to Love Ministries, Inc. (CTLM) was founded in 1983 as a faith-based organization committed 
to providing life-affirming options to women experiencing crisis pregnancies and their families. Over 
the years, we’ve led numerous efforts that addressed the intricate and complex issues associated with 
unplanned pregnancies and pregnancy decision-making. Today, with more than 30 years of 
experience. Caring to Love Ministries is known as a trailblazer in educating, advocating, and raising 
awareness about the importance of providing accurate and timely information and resources dxoring 
one of the most vulnerable times in a woman’s life ^ when she’s experiencing an unplanned pregnancy. 




In October of 2002, as a result of our years of experience providing pregnancy prevention, 
abstinence education and quality prenatal care programs and services, CTLM was designated the 
administrator of the state’s first Alternatives to Abortion Initiative. Through this funding from the 
Louisiana Department of Children and Family Services, the Life Choice Project was created and is 
recognized as a model life-affirming pregnancy and parenting approach. From the start, we’ve proven 
successful in creating and sustaining a community-based system of support to low-income abortion- 
vulnerable pregnant women throughout Louisiana. 


At the heart of the Life Choice Project is being culturally sensitive, imderstanding, non- judgmental, 
flexible, and respectful of the concerns of aU clients. We offer three key interventions that are client- 
centered, client-driven and reflect the diverse needs of pregnant women. Our goal is to initiate 
interventions during the early stages of pregnancy that consists of the assessment of the pregnant 
woman’s needs, service planning, linkages and referrals, support and advocacy to help them in meeting 
their personal and prenatal health care needk The Life Choice Project has accomplished this through a 
collaborative network of parmer agencies serving communities in Baton Rouge, Covington, Lafayette, 
Orleans, and Shreveport. Two of these agencies also assist in presenting our community-based 
outreach prevention model to young women and men ages 13 to 21 years old to promote the importance 
of abstaining from sexual activity to reduce the likelihood of an unintended pregnancy. 


Overall, our approach is holistic and comprehensive, incorporating education, prevention, and 
interventions in a manner that meets the complex and multi-faceted needs of the pregnant woman and 
her unborn baby. Ultimately, we want to encourage pregnant women in their optimum planning for 
birth; support them in their efforts to provide mother-baby bonding, and create opportunities for them

Caring to Love Ministries together with our Life 
Choice Project’s partner agencies successfully 
served over 5,000 abortion-vulnerable, TANF 
eligible pregnant women during one of the most 
critical time of their lives, making the life or death 
decision about their unborn child. 

Through our three service delivery models, 
we’ve offered 18 optional service components to 
pregnant women, women who thought they were 
pregnant, and to adolescents 13 to 21 years old. 
Overall, otu’ goal to provide 33,237 interventions 
was surpassed as we’ve successfully delivered 
51,495 interventions; 18,258 more interventions - 
exceeding in each service component 

The Coordinated Prenatal Care Services (CPCS) 
utilized in clinics and home outreach offer pregnant 
women and their families support and encom’aged 
their active participation throughout their 
pregnancy for their health and that of their unborn 
child. While we projected to serve 4,160 women we 
actually served 5,044 women, about 21% above our 
projections. Approximately 20% of these women 
thought they were pregnant but their pregnancy 
tests results prove negative. 

The following further describes each of the 
service components and the performance outcomes 
respectively.

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In-take Application and Eligibility Process identified 4,789 new women as eligible to receive our 
services. Also, there were 255 women whose services overlapped from the previous year who 
received our services for a total of 5,044.

5,688 initial and subsequent self- 
administered Pregnancy Tests were completed 
by women seeking our assistance. Of which 
3,569 women had positive test results and 958 
tests results were negative. 

Abstinence Education services were provided 
to 958 women who had negative pregnancy test 
results to help them to assess their current 
situation; their options of developing a plan to 
delay future pregnancies until a more 
appropriate time; and the importance of having 
healthy relationships with their parmers. 

Counseling services were provided to 4,611 
pregnant women, their male parmers and their 
families offering social support and guidance to 
assist them to assess their lifestyles; to develop 
healthy behaviors during their pregnancies by 
accessing appropriate resources and supports; 
setting goals for themselves and in their 
personal relationships. 


Referrals of printed materials and linkage to community resources for assistance with personal, 
medical and other needs such as treatment centers (smoking cessation, substance abuse); stress 
reduction; etc., were provided to 3,469 pregnant women during their initial visit and 2,265 subsequent 
Referrals were made during follow-up visits. 

3,856 pregnant women received Health Risk Assessments to identify potential health risk factors. Of 
these women, 2,035 received Re-Risk Health Assessments as follow-up to further asses their prenatal 
health concerns. 3,856 pregnant women received a Care Plan as a result of Health Risk Assessment 
finding to guide in setting goals for their prenatal care needs; personal relationships; family 
development, etc. 

Pregnant women and their families received 3,466 Support Services of prenatal care and parenting 
education classes with 2,265 subsequent Support Services provided dming follow-up visits. 








CPCS Home Outreach Suppof.t-S£i3ajCes seryed^. 
662 pregnant women in their home to ensure 
access to prenatal care services. This home visit 
service assist in monitoring the pregnant women’s 
prenatal health condition and provided referrals, 
resources and supports as needed 


On-going Care and Monitoring services were 
provided to 3,466 pregnant women offering 
individualized services to help them to strengthen 
their capacity to meet their personal, social, 
medical, and financial needs. There were 2,266 
subsequent On-Going Care and Monitoring visits 
to further assess the pregnant women’s abilities in 
appropriately identifying and utilizing available 
resources as needed. 

Our new component, the Family Support 
Services was created to increase male partner’s 
involvement, and to further support parents in 
developing and sustaining healthy relationships to 
help them become better parents. Overwhelmingly, 
we’ve served 5,028 participants, more than double 
our united projections. 

Birth Outcome Confirmations were provided to 
931 families to initiate the closure of services 
following the birth of their baby; to gather birth 
outcomes information on both mother and the 
baby; evaluate family dynamics following delivery; 
and to transition the family to other support 
services. 


projected) as they participated in community- 
based prevention education sessions. S.A.F.E. 
Sharing about Friendship Education curriculum 
was utilized offering presentations in Baton Rouge 
and Covington areas to educate adolescents on 
the importance of abstaining from sexual 
activity to reduce the possibility of teen 
pregnancies. The sessions addressed issues 
related to goal setting; maturity; abstinence; risks 
and consequences (i.e. disease, pregnancy, 
emotions, and other areas); levels of intimacy and 
commitment; true love; marriage; dealing with 
peer pressure; and starting over. The overall goal 
is to educate, inform, and advocate healthy 
lifestyles for young people so that they can 
successfully achieve their life’s goals. 


Lastly, in the Abstinence Education Outreach 
Services (AEOS) component our plan was to serve 
455 youth ages 13 to 21 and we’ve successfully 
reached 671 (approximately 48% more than

Know for Sure toll free crisis line documented over 8,100 calls. Approximately 3,942 of the 
calls were request for pregnancy related services and information resulting in assistance in 
scheduling appointment; assistance with securing resources; and referrals, etc. The Know for 
Sure website and crisis line also generated 820 emails, texts, and chats. 


The Google dashboard tracked 
inquiries made to the Life Choice Project’s 
website and other associated website 
links.
